Environmental problems strangle 
efforts to ease oil dependency 


WASHINGTON U P I) - Congress was 
told 
ti»e unUxriuna of trillions of 
barrels of oil from shale deposits in the 
W est could sharply reduce U S 
dependency on Middle East oil, but that 
environmental and economic problems 
are strangling the effort 
Both government and industry of­ 
ficials, testifying at Senate oversight 
hearings, said oil shale deposits are the 
nation's best source of liquid fuel to 
replace fuels extracted from crude oil 
But Dr. Philip C. White, assistant ad­ 
ministrator of the Energy Research and 
Development Administration, said shale 
oil now presents "a very confusing pic­ 
ture" because the problems have led to a 
"w ait and see" attitude on the part of in­ 
dustry. 
On the positive side. White said in a 
statement, the technology for producing 
shale oil commercially already exists 
and is cheaper and simpler than the 
production of liquid fuel from coal. 
However, he told the Senate minerals, 
materials and fuels subcommittee that 


the positive factors were offset by 
a 
formidable list" of negative factors, in­ 
cluding inflation that has put the "new. 
high risk venture" beyond the financial 
capabilities of many companies. 
White also said environmental restric­ 
tions — particularly on Interior Depart­ 
ment shale leases in Colorado and Utah 
■— represent "a major probem " 
An In terio r Deparment o fficial. 
Deputy Assistant Secretary Chris 
Far rand, defended a department deci­ 
sion to suspend several leases. 


He said the air pollution problem had 
been "an absolute road block" and that, 
legally, the department had no alterna­ 
tive but to stop development on the 
Colorado and Utah leases so long as air 
qualilty standards were not met. 


Yet, he said, shale was "economically 
as well as environmentally less costly" 
than any other method of producing syn­ 
thetic liquid fuel — including the conver­ 
sion of coal to liquid fuel.

the "the most important benefit" that 
shale oil would give would be to put 
"downward pressure on the price o f oil 
imported from the O PEC countries.

Charles Hoertz, manager of a shale oil 
project for Ashland Oil Inc., said the 
company had shared a federal lease in 
Colorado with three other companies but 
all the others had dropped out after an in­ 
itial "sense of urgency" faded 
Now Ashland is trying to revive the 
project.

Two more 
held in 
gun spree 


Two more fugitives of an original four 
wanted in a Thanksgiving weekend 
crime spree that etched a trail of 
violence across the state were captured 
in Lakeport near San Francisco Monday.

It brought to three the 
number of suspects in custody. Jailed 
were Michael Heidi, 33, and Virginia 
Green, 27, both of Concord.

Peterson, but her male companion es­ 
caped. Bond was listed in good condition 
in a hospital today. 


Law officers today said it was only a 
matter of time until Caldwell was ap­ 
prehended 


Meanwhile one law officer told the 
Record that all four suspects were 
heroin addicts and had been involved in a 
series of robberies and burglaries in the 
San Francisco Bay area dating back for 
more than a month. One o fficer 
speculated that the four fled the scene of 
a murder in Concord last Saturday 
because they feared that questioning by 
police might uncover their criminal past. 
Actually the four had no direct part in a 
stabbing that erupted over a trivial dis­ 
pute between two other men. 


In the space of two days, a liquor store 
clerk in Concord was shot and killed 
because he resisted a robbery , a liquor 
store in Goleta was robbed; at least 
eight persons were taken hostage and 
their cars commandeered. 


Three of the hostages were taken in 
Santa Barbara County, one at Gaviota; 
and two in separate incidents in the 
Santa Barbara “area All three eventually 
escaped their abductors. 


Carter flays 
steel hikes

The decision by America’s three biggest steel companies to raise some prices by 6 
per cent provoked an immediate protest from President-elect Jim m y Carter, who 
said the increases would be an “ unsettling influence on price stability." 
There was no immediate response from President Ford or his lame-duck 
administration, but Carter warned oil producing countries could use the steel pnce 
hike as an excuse to raise their own rates. 
U.S. Steel Corp., Bethlehem Steel Corp. and Republic Steel Corp said Monday they 
would join six other major producers in raising prices on sheet and strip products by 
6 per cent, effective Wednesday. 
The increase means the industry this year will have raised prices 12 per cent on tne 
steel used heavily by auto and appliance makers. 
. 
The Aluminum Company of America also announced price increases Monday. 
Alcoa said they would raise by 10.2 per cent the price of "aluminum rigid container 
body stock" — used to make beer and soda cans. The increase is from 52.8 cents to 
58 8 cents.

Carter said in a CBS-TV interview that he had been in touch with the steel com­ 
panies through unnamed representatives. The response from the steelmakers has 
been "noncommittal, and expressions of their need to increase prices." he said 
" I think it (the price hike) would be an unsettling influence on price stability in our 
own country,” Carter said.

Referring to threats by members of the Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries to increase the price of their oil. Carter said the steel producers decision 
would be “ a signal" to O PEC to go ahead. 
" I think this would be a good excuse for Iran and other nations to say ‘Well, it you 
increase steel prices in the middle of our oil meetings, then it s legitimate for us to 
raise our prices,’" Carter said. 
"1 would hope that everyone on a worldwide basis would take another look at tne 
adverse impacts of inflation and try to volunteer at least to hold down both wages an 
prices for the time being." 
The rise in steel prices is expected to have the most severe impact on the automo­ 
bile and appliance industries, the largest consumers of the rolled steel covered by the 
increases. 
U S Steel Chairman Edgar B Speer, in Detroit to address a stockholders meeting, 
said indications from auto industry executives were that they "felt the timeliness 
was questionable." But he insisted "there is no question" the price hikes were

demned man said, leaning forward 
toward the board chairman after he 
adjourned the hearing.

Thomas Harrison voted to allow the ex­ 
ecution to go ahead because the death 
penalty law is constitutional and no fac­ 
tual issues have been presented to the 
board that shows any reason for chang­ 
ing the sentence of court." 
Board member Harriet Marcus dis­ 
sented, saying the execution should be 
delayed until after the Utah Supreme 
Court rules on the constitutionality of the 
state’s death penalty statute.

W ASH IN GTO N (U P I) - Layoffs 
among American factory workers in­ 
creased during October for the third con­ 
secutive month, the Labor Department 
reported today. 


The news of a continuing increase of 
layoffs was compounded by a separate 
Labor Department report showing that 
the rate of wage increments also was off 
slightly during the three-month period 
ending in September 


The nation’s factory hiring rate also 
declined somewhat during October, of­ 
ficials said. The rate at which workers 
quit their jobs — a reflection of their as­ 
sessment of current opportunities — 
remained unchanged 


These reports confirmed the gloomy 
picture drawn by other recent economic 
indicators 
Unemployment rose to 7 9 
per cent in October, and there was little 


reason for economists to believe that it 
has dropped during November. The 
November jobless figures w ill be 
released later this week. 


The layoff rate in manufacturing rose 
from 1.5 per cent in September to 1.7 per 
cent in October, the government repor­ 
ted This capped an increase of 0.6 per 
cent over the past three months. 


Factory hiring declined slightly to 2 4 
per cent — also the third consecutive 
monthly decline. Quits held steady at 1.6 
per cent. 


Wages and salaries rose 1.5 per cent 
during the third quarter of 1976 — com­ 
pared to 17 per cent in the previous 
quarter. It was the smallest increase 
since the three-month period ending 
September, 1975, when the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics first prepared its so- 
called Employment Cost Index

continue the hearing for a 
week, until Dec. 6 at 11 a m

to impart any new directions to 
its negotiating team for further 
meetings with the firemen. The 
county and union h a v e n ’t 
agreed on a new contract since 
talks started last spring. The 
firemen’s pact expired July 1.

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Black nationalists 
hit for bickering 


GENEVA, Switzerland (UPI) 
— Rhodesian Foreign Minister 
Pieter van der Byl said today 
that blade nationalists at the 
Rhodesia conference are fight­ 
ing among themselves “like 
cats and dogs” without any 
regard for the people of the 
country. 
In a bitter attack, Van der 
Byl told a news conference the 
only hope for a successful out­ 
come of the conference depends 
on m ore discipline of the 
nationalist leaders. 


“For the past five weeks we 
have had the deplorable specta­ 
cle of the four black delegations 
arguing like cats and dogs over 
what is to be the carcass of 
Rhodesia." he said. 


The only resemblance to the 
“more elegant" Congress of 
Vienna of 1814, which reorgan­ 
ized Europe after the Napoleon­ 
ic wars, van der Byl said, is the 


sight of delegation leaders 
“quarreling for personal power 
without the slightest regard to 
the people at home." 
Van der Byl reiterated the 
white government’s position 
before the conference opened 
Oct. 28 that the only issue is im­ 
plementation of Anglo-Ameri­ 
can proposals for a transition to 
black majority rule in Rhodesia 
—proposals totally rejected by 
the nationalists. I 
Those proposals call for a 
small, mixed Council of State to 
appoint an interim Council of 
Ministers and to draft a new 
constitution, and for the army 
and police to remain under 
white control during the in­ 
terim period. 
“None of these principles are 
negotiable,” van der Byl said. 
The foreign minister was par­ 
ticularly bitter about the ac­ 
tions of nationalists Robert 
Mugabe and Joshua Nkomo, 


partners in the "P atriotic 
Front." 
"Mugabe is a Communist 
puppet," he said. 
Mugabe and Nkomo issued a 
statement Monday accusing 
Britain and the United States of 
wanting to set up a “black pup­ 
pet regime" in Rhodesia which 
would “dance to their tune.” 


“The Patriotic Front state­ 
ment is a music hall parody of 
Communist invective,” van der 
Byl said. 


He said the white delegation 
will “absolutely not” enter into 
discussions on the formation of 
a Council of M inisters as 
demanded by the nationalists 
He also said Rhodèsian Prime 
Minister Ian Smith has “no 
plans at a ll” to return to 
Geneva. Smith left for home 
following the first week of 
talks, saying he was wasting his 
time. 
Carter says jobless rate 
can't be cut over 1.5% 


PL A IN S, G a. (U P I) - 
President-elect Jimmy Carter, 
highly critical of unemploy­ 
ment levels during the cam­ 
paign, says anyone who thinks 
he can cut the jobless rate more 
than 1.5 per cent during his first 
year in office is “very naive." 
Carter, in an interview broad­ 
cast Monday night with Walter 
Cronkite of CBS News, said he 
would be “stubborn” and is 
“determined not to fail" in his 
efforts to cut unemployment to 
4 or 4.5 per cent by 1980. but 
conceded: 
“There's no way to wave a 
magic wand to put everybody 
back to work” in a year. He 
said to reduce joblessness by 
1.5 per cent in that time would 
be a “notable achievement." 
Asked if some may have 
thought from his campaign 
rhetoric that a deeper cut into 
u n em p loym en t 
m ight 
be 
expected in his first year. 
Carter said. “If they did. they 
were very naive about it.” 
On the makeup of his ad­ 


ministration. Carter said he 
will appoint Atlanta banker 
Bert Lance to a Cabinet-level 
position, apparently director of 
the Office of Management and 
Budget later this week, but will 
hold off naming other key 
Cabinet officials including the 
secretaries of state and defense 
for two or three more weeks. 
Carter said he had five can­ 
didates in mind for each of 
those two posts and 10 under 
consideration to be Treasury 
secretary. “I want to keep my 
options open." he said. “I’m not 
in any rush " 
Asked about recent proposals 
that a spot for Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger be found 
in the new administration, 
Carter said it would be “highly 
unlikely" for Kissinger to play 
a continuing role, but did not 
rule out “ad hoc" diplomatic 
assignments 
Press Secretary Jody Powell 
told reporters Carter is “ur­ 
gently” moving toward a deci­ 
sion on financial disclosure and 


“ c o n f lic t of 
i n t e r e s t ” 
guidelines for candidates seek­ 
ing top jobs in his administra­ 
tion. 
Powell said the restrictions 
will be the toughest in history 
and targeted to bar use of the 
federal government as a stepp­ 
ing stone to lucrative private in­ 
dustry jobs. 


In the interview, Carter said 
he did some “indirect” jaw­ 
boning. through congressmen, 
to get the major steel compa­ 
nies to back off their newly an­ 
nounced 6 per cent price in­ 
creases for sheet steel, but was 
not encouraged 
Yet, Carter 
said, he sees no need for man­ 
datory wage-price controls. 


Carter conceded some of the 
“voluminous” transition brief­ 
ing papers he’s been reading 
were not up to his standards, 
but overall he was pleased with 
them. He also acknowledged 
there is some “jockeying” for 
power among his closest aides 
— “not too much, but enough ”

Syria, Lebanon, Israel reach troop accord 


TEL AVIV. Israel (UPI) - 
Government sources say Israel, 
Syria and Lebanon have 
reached an understanding on 
the presence of troops in the 
potentially explosive region of 
southern Lebanon. 
“It is tentative and interim,” 
one source said Monday. “But 
it appears there is a tacit under­ 
standing. which will last as long 
as the Syrians do not move 
south and the Palestinians stay 
out.” 
Asked about reports from 
Beirut that the Syrian-led Arab 
peacekeeping force will send 
small units into the port city of 


Tyre and the mountain town of 
Nabatiye. the sources said 
Israel will react if it saw the 
moves as dangerous. 
“When we become worried 
about Syrian movements we 
will make it noticed," one 
source said. 
Both towns are south of the 
current Syrian lines and beyond 
what is generally believed to be 
the “red line“ defining the area 
Israel wants to remain free of 
hostile forces. 
Military sources along the 
border said small groups of 
Syrian troops already may be 
inside the red line, unnoticed 


because of fog and bad weather. 
Foreign Minister Yigal Allon 
proposed negotiations with the 
new government in Beirut for 
an agreement to ensure that 
“calm on both sides of the 
border is maintained in prac­ 
tice as well as in theory.” 
Speaking at a memorial on 
the third anniversary of the 
death of David Ben-Gurion, 
Israel's first premier, Allon 
said Monday Lebanese forces 
should patrol their side of the 
frontier and Israeli forces the 
Israeli side. 
The government sources said 
Israel will keep its reinforce­ 


ments of tanks, cannon and in­ 
fantry along the northern 
border until the ten sion 
eases. 
The United States has been 
working quietly to relay the 
positions of the governments of 
Israel, Syria and Lebanon, 
diplomatic sources said, in 
hopes of defusing the border 
situation 
They said Washington be­ 
liev es a reasonable com ­ 
promise would provide for sym­ 
bolic Syrian forces to move into 
the area, with a local Lebanese 
organization responsible for 
patrolling the frontier region 


Bombs rip 
four areas 
in Mexico 


MEXICO CITY (U PI) - 
Bombs exploded in four loca­ 
tions within a half-hour period 
Monday night, injuring two 
persons and causing heavy 
damage. 
The Red Cross said a woman 
was cut by flying glass and a 
teen-age boy received slight 
burns. 
The bombs, which exploded 
from 10:30p m. to ll p.m., went 
off outside a branch of the 
Banco Nacional de Mexico, in 
the lobby of a building housing 
the local headquarters of the 
United Nations, at the head­ 
q u arters of the M exican 
Confederation of Chambers of 
Commerce and at the Johnson 
and Johnson laboratories. 
It was not immediately deter­ 
mined who was responsible for 
the blasts, originally reported 
by police as five explosions A 
police spokesman said the 
bombs went off without warn­ 
ing 
The blasts occurred two days 
before the inauguration of Jose 
Lopez Portillo as Mexico’s 60th 
president, but it was not known 
if the bombings were related to 
the ceremony. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer and his wife, Nancy, 
arrived Monday night to attend 
the inaugural ceremonies and 
P r e s id e n t - e le c t 
J im m y 
Carter’s wife. Rosalynn, was 
scheduled to arrive today. 
The U N building, located in 
the plush Polanco district two 
miles from the downtown area, 
was the worst hit. The bomb 
wrecked a travel agency and an 
art gallery on the ground floor 
and damaged two parked cars. 
A U S bomb expert working 
with police said the explosion 
was caused by 20 sticks of

WASHINGTON (UPI) - One 
of the first problems Jimmy 
Carter w ill face when he 
becomes President is a record 
defense budget, already pre­ 
pared and swollen beyond 
earlier Pentagon forecasts. 
Defense Department officials 
said the budget will be over the 
$120.6 billion figure forecast 
last year by the Ford adminis­ 
tration in its five-year projec­ 
tion. 
Defense officials said the 
military services submitted 
requests that totaled $133 
billion 
During the budget 
process that was cut back by 
the Office of Management and 
Budget, Defense officials pre­ 
dicted that the fiscal 1978 
budget request would be “under 
$125 billion, but well over the 


$120 6 forecast.“ The current 
defense operating budget is 
about $111 billion 
The budget request will be 
completed by the outgoing ad­ 
ministration, but the incom­ 
ing administration will have a 
chance to modify some figures. 
However, because of the 
limited time available before 
the congressional approval 
process must begin and the 
complexity of the subject, the 
budget being prepared will be, 
for practical purposes, the 


starting point for the Carter ad­ 
ministration. 
The Ford administration’s 
defense budget request is ex­ 
pected to include money for 
continued development of the 
B1 bomber, a project which has 
nearly doubled its estimated 
cost since its inception. By the 
1980’s, when the bomber would 
be deployed, it would cost, ac­ 
cording to current Pentagon es­ 
timates. about $93 million per 
aircraft. 
The fiscal 1978 budget is also 


expected to include funds for 
the development of the XM, the 
successor to the Minuteman 
Intercontinental Ballistic Mis­ 
sile, and a new battle tank, 
which is expected to cost over 
$1 million per vehicle 


During the campaign. Carter 
talked of trying to cut the 
defense budget. But unless 
rapid cuts are made, his first 
defense budget request is ex­ 
pected to be the biggest in 
history.

The 1976 presidential election is over, yet some of us may continue debating 
whether “ the best man won “ Nevertheless, Jimmy Carter will be our 39th 
president and we hope the next four years will be more rewarding for the 
Senior Citizens. 
I’ve listened to many campaign speeches and voted in many past presidential 
elections But it seemed to me 1976 was the year of the pollsters Polls have 
been taken all through the campaign and on Election Day. 
Then the pollsters tried to analyze the voting patterns in assorted precincts 
around the country. 
In fact, there seemed to be so many attempts to break down the voting pat­ 
terns that I was surprised the pollsters didn't try to learn how many right- 
handed and left-handed people pulled down the voting booth levers or dropped 
their ballots into the box. 
But most surprising to me was the failure of the polls to analyze the voting 
patterns of the large aging population during the last days of the campaign or 
on Election Day. 
Today there are 22 million men and women over 65, possibly more who have 
recently grown older and have added more candles to their birthday cakes 
Another 19 million are between the ages of 55 and 64 And many of them will 
have joined us in the ranks of the Senior Citizens before Jimmy Carter com­ 
pletes his four years in the White House. 
Add them all together and this reaches a figure of 40 million people, possibly 
half of all other eligible voters. Even if some of us didn’t vote we make up a 
large and powerful voting bloc for the future But it is to our credit that as a 
voting bloc we do turn out to express our preference in goodly numbers. It’s im­ 
portant that we learn how to use our numbers and our influence on our people in 
government to do something for us soon. 
I’m optimistic that things will get better for us during the next four years 
New President Jimmy Carter in his many speeches repeated his awareness of 
the problem facing the Senior Citizens and the importance of doing something 
for them 
* 
The day after his election he said this need to help the older people would be 
high on his agenda of urgent things to do. The same day our new First Lady, 
Rosalynn Carter, promised that she would continue her long time work for 
mental health and the Senior Citizens 
And in the background there’s the maternal influence of Miss Lillian. She is 
in her late 70s and has professed a great interest in the problems of other elder­ 
ly people 
Our new president may try to direct Congress to enact new legislation which 
will benefit the older citizens But it’s our representatives in Washington who 
pass the laws and provide the money to help us live healthier and better lives. 


I feel doubly confident that sound legislation benefitting the older population 
won’t be sent back from the White House with a presidential veto. 
There may be new faces in the Senate and the House representing some of us 
and there will also be new chairmen and committee members in the legislative 
branch dealing with our many problems. But we shouldn’t sit around and wait. 
It's up to us as individuals and organizations to use our aging but still power­ 
ful politic al muscle to pressure our own representatives in Washington for ac­ 
tion - so that we may enjoy decent and rewarding lives 
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speciality of liver and giblets over rice.

Basketball outlook 
Cabrillo a league longshot

With 25 years of coaching behind him, and 386 vic­ 
tories under his belt, Cabrillo coaeh Harry Santos 
readily admits that this year’s model of the Conq 
basketball team may be the hardest yet to get out of 
the showroom. 
“ On paper we probably should be battling somebody 
for last place,” says Santos frankly. “ We’re going to 
be a little inconsistent early in the season because of 
our inexperience.” 
The Conqs lost a lot of talent from last year’s 21-6 
team that finished in a tie with Arroyo Grande for the 
Northern League crown and won two CIF playoff 
games. 
AU-CIF First Team guard Mandy Simmons 
graduated and is playing for College of the Desert. All 
Northern League First Teamers Carlton Roberts and 
Brian Murphy are also gone, Roberts to the Montreal 
Expos via the baseball draft, and Murphy to Hancock. 
“ We’ve lost more players than any other team in the 
league,” said Santos. “ This is the biggest turnover 
we’ve had in the five years I ’ve been here.” 
In fact the Conqs only have one returning starter in 
6’6” center Brice Searles, and Searles didn’t even play 
regularly until mid-season last year. 
“ Brice might be as good as any kid in the league. 
He’ll be a contender for the M VP,” boasts Santos. “ We 
saw him playing in the band as a freshman one day. 
and he looked too tall to be a drummer. So we pulled 
him out and got him on the basketball team. He should 
be our leading scorer and rebounder.” 
After an absence of a decade, the dunk has been 
reintroduced to college and high school basketball. 
Three out of the five Conq starters can stuff the ball. 
Besides Searles. Justin Boyd and Mickey Scott can 
dunk Both are the last remains from last year’s 
squad 


Boyd, a 6’0” senior forward, saw limited action last 
year, but will be a definite starter this year. 
Scott is a 5’8” guard. “ You don’t see many five-eight 
kids that can dunk,” says Santos. “ Both he and Justin 
have great jumping ability.” 
Despite the obvious talent the Conqs display in the 
stuffing department, Santos is very tight-lipped about 
how Cabrillo will cope with their advantage. 
Santos doesn’t expect to see a rash of dunking local- 
ly 
, 
“ 1 don’t think it will help us or hurt us,’’ he says. 
“ You see a lot of high school kids that can dunk it in 
pre-game warmups, but it doesn’t mean they can do it 
in a game when the pressure is on. If our kids have a 
chance to do it, fine, I will be happy to see points on the 
board any way we can, but I don’t think you’ll see a lot 
of it in the Northern League.” 
The other two starting berths are up for grabs, says 
Santos. Andre Roberts will probably start at the other 
forward. Roberts, a 5’11” senior, will sit out the season 
opener tomorrow night against Santa Ynez. but should 
be back in the lineup for the next game. 
It’s pretty rare for a freshman to start on varsity, 
and it’s even more unusual for a freshman guard to 
start, but it might happen at Cabrillo. 
Tony Pickett, who is barely 14 years old, has the in­ 
side track for the remaining spot in the backcourt. 
Pickett, at 5’8” , logged some impressive statistics 
during the summer. While attending the Snow Valley 
Basketball Camp at Westmont College in Santa Bar­ 
bara, he ran circles around the 120 other high school 
cagers, and at the conclusion of the camp was named 
the Most Valuable Player for the summer. 
“ Tony has great attitude and great basketball 
sense.” praises Santos of his prodigy. “ Nothing he 
does reminds you of a freshman.” 
Battling Pickett for the last spot will be Rocky 


Brock, a 5’8” senior, and Dan Troup, a 6’0” junior. 
Santos is straightforward in making his predictions 
for the Northern League. 
“ On paper, San Luis is very tough. They should take 
the league, Righetti will be tough and should finish se­ 
cond. I see Arroyo Grande, with three returning 
starters, pressing them a little.” 
Santos pauses, and ponders for a moment before he 
makes his prediction for the bottom half. 
“ Lompoc with Eddie Taylor alone could place 
fourth,” he continues. “ I think Eddie Taylor and four 
girls would make a pretty good team. 
“ That leaves us and Santa Maria in the cellar,” he 
says matter-of-factly. “ That’s on paper though. Based 
on talent we can place a lot higher than that. We’re the 
only team that has a chance to win three cham­ 
pionships in a row, and we want to take a shot at it.” 
Santos has been known for finding teams from all 
over the western half of the United States to come to 
the Valley, and this year is no different. 
After tomorrow night’s opener at home against 
Santa Ynez, the Conqs travel south to play Canyon of 
Saugus. Then they head north to compete in the Pacific 
Grove Tourney, of which Cabrillo is the defending 
champ. 
The fourth annual Conq Classic has been expanded to 
four days and 12 teams this year, up from three days 
and eight teams. The tournament, to be held at the 
Christmas break at Cabrillo, will feature teams im­ 
ported from Northern California. And, for the first 
time, Lompoc High will enter. 
Santos will be wary not to let too many area teams in 
the Classic though. “ 1 don’t want a bunch of Northern 
League teams in it.” he says. “ I want to see new faces. 
We’ll see enough Northern League teams once the 
season starts.”

As a young boy, Flip Reade reminded himself of Porky 
Pig 
“ I was chubby and I stuttered real bad,” he says. 
Now he’s 29 years old. built like a brick outbuilding, and 
master of the unusual art of acrobatic mime. 
If it weren’t for his old boyhood stuttering problem, Reade 
wouldn’t be headed for Lompoc right now to do a series of 
benefit performances this week, 
“ I had a role in a play in junior high,” he explains, “ but I 
stuttered so badly that the director took away all my lines. 
Told me not to talk, just pantomime I said, Oh, God, how 
embarrassing,*” 
But he stole the show and a career was born. The fat and 
the stutter went away in his early teens, but his love of pan­ 
tomime remained. 
Reade later developed into a super wrestler, promising ac­ 
tor, creative self-defense master, and astute observer of 
human nature These talents he blended with his pantomime 
ability, and the result is an unusual and creative form of 
entertainment. 
Still waiting to be really discovered, Reade has drawn 
favorable reviews. 
L A Times Theatre critic Dan Sullivan said: “ Flip Reade, 
physical antithesis of Marcel Marceau, is a first-rate 
mime.” 
Another Times critic called Reade “ versatile and excep­ 
tionally gifted with a strong, supple body and an acute comic 
sense." 
“ I like to think that the main thing I do is to communicate 
with the everyday man,” Reade says. “ That’s why I don’t 
wear whiteface. And I do an important thing that other 
mimes are afraid of — I always include a talking routine at 
the start, where I explain mime and how everyone uses it in 
everyday things. It makes people see that they do this 
(mime) all the time Flirting, for example, is really mime. 
It's communicating without words " 
Flip’s routines, most of them tinted with humor, borrow 
heavily from his impressive athletic background 


As a wrestler, Flip not only went undefeated through 62 
high school and junior college matches, but was never scored 
upon in that time. 
A 162-pound all-city guard in high school, he turned down 
several college football scholarships to wrestle After winn­ 
ing the state junior college title, he wrestled at Portland 
State College on a national championship team. 
In ’68 Reade qualified for the final round of the Olympic 
freestyle wrestling tryouts, then injured a knee and required 
surgery. He tried out for the '72 Olympic team, in Greco- 
Roman wrestling, and took third at the trials. But a pulled 
Achilles tendon kept him from going to Munich 
Two months ago he came out of a two-year wrestling 
retirement to win a tournament. 
“ As you get older, you do fewer moves, but the moves you 
do, you do a lot better,” says Flip. 
Reade is somewhat of a pioneer in the field of self-defense 
for women and the elderly. Alarmed at the increase in at­ 
tacks and rapes on women, Reade distilled his years of 
karate training into a simple 10-lesson self-defense course. 
Of the 500 women graduates of the course, seven have been 
attacked since their training, and all seven have successfully 
fought off the attacks 


Reade is currently working on a book on self-defense for 
women and the elderly. 
He's into acting, having made seven short art films. He is 
also the principal actor in three current television commer­ 
cials - for Toyota (young man applying for bank loan), Ken­ 
tucky Fried Chicken (dad eating with family), and Crocker 
Bank (just Flip, talking to camera). 


hi Reade s early mime career, he faced a physical identity 
crisis. Tradition called for a mime to be lean, like the great 
Marceau. Flip was discouraged until he read of an old 
English mime named Grimmaldi. 
“ His entire act was just like my act — it was just in­ 
credible,” says Reade “ He was an athlete and an acrobat. I 
thought.

Tony wins Heisman

NEW YORK (U PI) - Tony Dorsett of 
Pittsburgh, the 1976 rushing champion 
and the only player ever to gain more 
than 6.000 yards in his career, today was 
named winner of the Heisman Trophy as 
the outstanding college football player in 
the nation. 
Ricky Bell of Southern California, run- 
nerup in last year’s voting, finished se­ 
cond again and Rob Lytle of Michigan 
was third. 
As expected, the balloting wasn’t close 
as Dorsett won by 1,011 points. The 5- 
foot-11, 180-pound senior from Aliquippa, 
Pa., collected 701 first place votes and 
2,357 points from the 863 sports writers 
and sportscasters from across the nation 
who participated in the voting. 
Bell had 73 first place votes and 1.346 
points while Lytle was named first on 35 
ballots and had 413 points. 
Dorsett is the first Pitt player ever to 
win the Heisman Trophy and only the se­ 
cond eastern player to be so honored in 
the last 13 years. John Cappelletti of 
Penn State, now a running back with the 
Los Angeles Rams, won the Heisman 
Trophy in 1973. 
After finishing a “ shocking” fourth 
last year when Ohio State's Archie Grif­ 
fin became the first player ever to win 
the Heisman twice. Dorsett set his sights 
on winning the award this season. He 
began on a strong note by rushing for 181 
yards and a touchdown in a victory over 
Notre Dame and rushed for over 200 
yards in a game four times during the 
season as Pittsburgh went unbeaten and

Bell, the nation's leading rusher a year 
ago, was expected to challenge Dorsett 
for the Heisman but the 6-2. 225-pound 
senior tailback was injured for part of 
the year and gained 675 yards less than 
last season. 
Bell did have the nation’s best single 
game rushing performance this season 
(347 yards against Washington State), 
but he was hobbled by injuries over the 
last six games of the year and surpassed 
the 100-yard barrier only once during 
that span. 
Dorsett was the top vote getter in 
every section of the country, with Bell 
second in all five sections. Terry Miller, 
a junior running back from Oklahoma 
State, was fourth with 197 points, 
followed in order by quarterback Tom 
Kramer of Rice, quarterback Gifford 
Nielsen of Brigham Young, quarterback 
Ray Goff of Georgia, running back Mike 
Voight of North Carolina, quarterback 
Joe Roth of California and quarterback 
Jeff Dankworth of UCLA

death penalty 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court, which already 
has upheld some capital punish­ 
ment laws, may wind up as an 
example for a major argument 
against the death penalty — 
that some die while others live 
for the same crimes. 
Last July the justices, on a 5-4 
vote, struck down Louisiana's 
mandatory death penalty statu­ 
te. They upheld laws in other 
states, which gave juries some 
specific guidelines for deter­ 
mining when a crime is so 
aggravated the defendant 
should be put to death. 
An important element in rul­ 
ing on the constitutionality of 
such laws, the court said, is 
whether there is some mech­ 
anism for reasonably insuring 
persons accused of the same 
kinds of crimes meet the same 
fate. 
The Supreme Court didn’t 
reserve any p art of the 
Louisiana statute for further 
review. A week later, it vacated 
the death sentence given Jef­ 
ferson Washington Jr., who was 
convicted under the statute for 
slaying a deputy sheriff — a 
mandatory death case under 
the 
seemingly discredited 
statute. 
The justices stuck by their 
decision in Washington's case 
last month, denying Louisiana’s 
request for a rehearing and in­ 
suring that the defendant will 
receive a life prison sentence, 
Monday, the picture suddenly 
changed, but for another 
Louisiana man. Harry Roberts, 
who was sentenced to die for sl­ 


aying a New Orleans’ police­ 
man during Mardi Gras. 
The justices, in a terse order 
that confused lawyers for both 
sides, asked for arguments on 
whether mandatory death laws 
for killing a peace officer might 
still be constitutional. Neither 
Roberts nor Louisiana raised 
the issue on appeal. 
If the court decides such laws 
are appropriate, Roberts may 
die in the Louisiana electric 
chair while Washington, con­ 
victed under the same law, 
lives. 
Roberts appealed his case on 
other grounds, such as intro­ 
duction of his juvenile record, 
hoping for a new trial. Even the 
state, which opposed high court 
review, acknowledged Roberts 
couldn’t be executed under the 
July decision. 
Roberts’ attorney. Garland 
R. Rolling of Metairie, La., was 
shocked by the high court’s ac­ 
tion. 
“ This case might backfire on 
us,’’ Rolling said. Had Roberts 
not appealed he would have won 
a life sentence, but now he 
could again face death if the 
justices rule against him. 
After a delay of several 
weeks, the court Monday also 
agreed to decide whether 
former President Richard M. 
Nixon's rights were violated by 
a law, passed after his resigna­ 
tion, putting his White House 
tapes and papers under govern­ 
ment control. 
The case is expected to be 
argued next spring and a deci­ 
sion rendered by summer.

Godfrey Cambridge 
dies during filming 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Ro­ 
tund black actor-comedían God­ 
frey Cambridge, 43, suffered 
what appeared to be a heart at­ 
tack Monday while playing 
Ugandan dictator Idi Amin in a 
movie being made about the 
Entebbe raid and died an hour 
later. 
Cambridge, with his wife 
watching, was awaiting a cue to 
walk onto a set at the Burbank 
Studio “ when he collapsed.” 
said producer Bob Gunnette. 
“ There was no forewarning.’’ 
Actor-folksinger 
Theodore 
Bikel. who was to be in the 
scene with him. said parame­ 
dics worked on Cambridge for 
about 50 minutes, giving him 
oxygen, electrical shocks and 
other treatment, but got little 
response 
He was dead on arrival at St. 
Joseph's Medical Center an 
hour after he was stricken, a 
hospital spokeswoman said. 
Cambridge had arrived only 
Sunday from his home in 
Ridgefield Conn.. to play the 
role of Amin in “ Victory at 
Entebbe.'' a film being shot for 
ABC-TV about the Israeli raid 
on the airport in Uganda to free 
Je w ish 
h o sta g e s 
from 


Palestinian commandos 
Cambridge began his career 
as a stage actor, moved into 
comedy recordings and then 
into movies both as a comedian 
and a serious actor. His best- 
known films included “ Water­ 
melon Man.” “ Cotton Comes to 
Harlem.'' “ Purlie Victorious” 
and “ The President's Analyst.” 


He did three comedy record 
albums and wrote a book. “ Put­ 
ting Ons and Put Downs.” 
In 1972. exhausted by his 
schedule, the normally chubby 
actor went on an eating binge — 
” 1 ate to compensate for my ex­ 
haustion.” he said later — and 
swelled to 300 pounds He was 
hospitalized in serious condition 
and later credited Frank 
Sinatra with seeing to it that he 
received proper care and in­ 
spiring him to recover 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex (UPI) 
- The residents of Rio Rico say 
they are citizens of the United 
States - a little misplaced, 
perhaps - but U.S. citizens 
nevertheless 
An Immigration Court judge 
disagrees, however, and Mon­ 
day ordered the first Rio Rican 
deported to Mexico. 
The problems for the 130 Rio 
Ricans began in 1906 when the 
Rio Grande, the river-border 
between the U.S. and Mexico, 
was illegally diverted. The day 
before the path was chan^d 
Rio Rico was on the north side 
of the river The next day it was 
on the south side 
And ever since the Rio Ricans 
have called themselves “ the 
Lost Americans ” 
But in ordering the deporta­ 
tion of the first Rio Rican. 
Homero Cantu-Trevion. Judge 
J.C Craig said the residents 
could have done a good deal 
more for their case than just 
calling themselves Americans 
There was that little matter 
of American laws 
“ Since the cutoff (in 1906). no 
county, state, or United States' 


officials exercised authority 
within the Horcon Cut-off,” 
Craig ruled. “ No taxes are 
collected 
No local, state or 
United States’ laws are enfor­ 
ced. Citizens of Mexico pass as 
freely, without documents, be­ 
tween the cut-off and the Mex­ 
ican part of that area as they do 
between any other parts of 
Mexico. 
“ Residents and persons born 
there are not subject to 
rhilitary or other laws of the 
United States There is not the 
allegiance and obedience to the 
United States’ element of 
jurisdiction, nor is there United 
States' protection, which is the 
other essential " 


Immigration attorney Rich­ 
ard Casillas cited cases back to 
English common law to support 
his contention no U.S. jurisdic­ 
tion was exercised over Rio 
Rico and suggested the river 
was specifically diverted 
around Rio Rico so the com­ 
munity could avoid prohibition.

By NELLI NORMAN 
NEW YORK *• Dick Clark 
was commenting recently 
on the quirkmess of time. 
“When Elvis Presley came 
along in the 1950s with his 
hip*bumping rock and roll, 
he and his music were 
called vulgar," said Clark. 
"Now, Elvis is a standard, 
frozen in time, like Law­ 
rence Welk." 
Clark, as anyone who 
grew up in the ‘50s knows, 
was the high priest of teen- 
dom during that period. He 
w a s 
th e 
m a s t e r 
of 
cerem onies for a jivey 
music and dance network 
show ca lle d A m erican 
Bandstand, which survives 
in a somewhat changed for­ 
mat to this day. 
"There are kids who 
weren’t even born in the 
50s, who listen to Elvis 
religiously," said Clark, 
"who love the stars of that 
era - Chuck Berry, Little 
Richard, Bill Haley and the 
Comets, Paul Anka, and 
songs like ‘Hound Dog,’ 
Sweet Little Sixteen,’ ‘Long 
Tall Sally,’ ‘Stranded in the 
Jungle,’ ‘Be Bop A Lula’ and 
so on. 
"1 read a survey recently 
that stated that thirty per 
cent of all teenagers today 
prefer the music of the ‘50s. 
I guess they’re nostalgic 
about a time they heard 
about that was supposed to 
be so terrific." 
The rampant popularity 
of such TV shows as Happy 
Days and Laverne & Shirley 
attests to this opinion, but 
Clark him self does not 
share such warm feelings 
toward the good old ‘50s. 
"Looking back, 1 never 
thought they were such 
great days. Nothing ever 
happened.’’ 
Enough happened for 
Clark, however, for him to 
have capitalized on the kids 
and their music to the ex­ 
tent that he became a kind 
of idol, a millionaire and 
o p e n e d h i m s e l f w i d e 
enough that when the 
payola scandal hit, Clark 
was rocked by it. 
“Payola" is the term ap­ 
plied to the gratuities ac­ 
cepted by disc jockies from 
record companies to play 
certain records. Such scan­ 
dals still erupt periodically 
in the industry. After the

Clark 
was stigmatized, although 
he was neither indicted nor 
convicted of any crime. 
That began a career 
decline that found its nadir 
in the early ‘60s with the 
rise of the Beatles. 
"For a couple of years in 
the 1960s," admits Clark, "I 
lost touch with the music 
that was happening .*’ After 
hearing the Beaties' "She 
Loves You” for the first 
time in ‘63. Clark told a 
friend, "I don’t think so.

Leadership contest 


Members of the 95th 
Congress face more vacancies 
in top leadership posts than 
any Congress in this century. 
They also face a continuing in­ 
stitutional crisis: public con­ 
fidence in the Legislative 
branch has continued to drop 
in response to Capitol Hill 
scandals and Congress’ ap­ 
parent paralysis as a decision­ 
making body. Pollster Louis 
Harris found last spring that 
only nine per cent of 
Americans were willing to ex­ 
press “ great confidence” in 
Congressional leaders. 
Seven offices will change 
hands when House Democrats 
hold 
th eir 
caucus 
on 
December 6 and at the first 


meetings of Senate Democrats 
and Republicans on January 5. 
House Democrats will choose 
a new speaker, a new majority 
leader and a new majority 
whip. In the Senate, both par­ 
ties will elect new leaders and 
whips. 
The scramble for leadership 
offices is invisible to the 
public eye. There are no public 
campaign events; candidates 
range along a trail studded 
with little dinners “ for 
Members of Congress Only” 
and big testimonial dinners 
where the votes of colleagues 
are greased by campaign con­ 
tributions raised by leadership 
contenders. 
Heavy pressure is exerted 


by senior members to get 
other members of their state’s 
Congressional delegation to 
vote as a group, theoretically 
ensuring a constant flow of 
legislative favors — public 
works projects, military in­ 
stallations, etc. — if their can­ 
didate is elected. 
In this atmosphere of 
mutual back-scratching, the 
central issue — how party 
leaders will lead — gets lost.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Foot-in-mouth diplomacy 


WASHINGTON - Shortly before the 
November elections. Chilean Ambas­ 
sador Manuel Trucco wrote a nasty let­ 
ter to Jimmy Carter The truculent Truc­ 
co isn’t expected to last long in 
Washington, therefore, after Carter is in­ 
augurated on January 20 
Trucco scolded Carter for his state­ 
ments about Chile and 
implied that his ad­ 
vise rs had 
been 
brainwashed by Marx­ 
ists. It isn ’t considered 
good form, of course, 
for an ambassador to 
insult the leaders of 
his host government. 
Ambassadors are sup­ 
posed to be gracious 
and charming and 
careful what they say. 
For diplomacy is as 
fragile as a crystal 
champagne glass. An 
accomplished ambas­ 
sador can make his 
points 
w ith 
a 
whispered word, a 
raised eyebrow, a diplomatic frown. 
But Trucco. writing with a heavy hand, 
informed Carter that his campaign state­ 
ments about Chile were "without sub­ 
stantiating evidence but in open defiance 
of historic facts.” 
C arter had charged that the 
Republican administration had helped to 
overthrow an elected government in 
Chile to establish a military dictatorship 
in its place. He also attacked Chilean 
prisons. 
Wrote Trucco: "The government of 
the United States did not participate, nor 
intervene, dear Governor Carter, in the 
(end of) the ‘legitimately elected’ 
government ” 
The ambassador suggested that Carter 
had swallowed press reports "in which

passion has obscured the truth" and that 
Carter’s advisers had been “ caught un­ 
awares by another falsehood.” Trucco 
implied that their information was 
"based on propaganda which represen­ 
tatives of the Marxist parties ... have 
spread around the world.” 
He wound up his letter by offering to 
set Carter and his advisers straight "on 
Latin American affairs, especially 
Chilean affairs.” 
Apparently. Trucco neglected to clear 
his foot-in-mouth diplomacy with his 
superiors in Chile. Diplomatic sources 
have told us that his letter to Carter 
enraged the Chilean military leaders 
who have been trying to dress up their 
dictatorship lately. 
Trucco was furious when we told him 
we had a copy of his intemperate letter 
It was a “ private, confidential, informal 
letter,” he fumed, in which " I expressed 
my views without safeguards. I say it’s 
private. Should it be stolen? There 
should not be two ethical codes.” 
Then he hung up the telephone, with a 
parting insult. 
LAST-MINUTE LOAN - Nine days 
before President Ford turns over the 
government to Jimmy Carter, the Ford 
administration intends to commit the 
United States to a huge. $5 billion foreign 
loan program for underdeveloped lands 
The deal is scheduled to be sealed on 
January 11 at a meeting of the Inter­ 
national Development Association in 
faraway Kuwait The United States will 
be represented by Gerald Parsky, a fast- 
talking, young assistant treasury 
secretary 
His critics charge that he has suddenly 
become generous with the taxpayers’ 
billions as a way of ingratiating himself 
with the foreign banking community, 
which has been pushing the loan. Thus

Bronze plaques again! 


The story 
in this column recently 
about the misspelling of former Lompoc 
architect Pierre Claeyssens’ name on 
the bronze plaque attached to the county 
administration building brought another 
interesting commentary 
Harry P Henselmeier says his name is 
misspelled more often than not. "Once,” 
he says m a letter, 
"while in my family

him for 10 years.” 
“ ...a few weeks 
ago,’’ 
Henselmeier 
continued. "I received 
a letter which, I ’m 
reasonably sure, cap­ 
ped off what I think 
has been a personal 
plot against me by the 
world in general by 
not only submitting 
my name in the most 
horrible way to date but also un­ 
pronounceable " 
The name as printed on the mailing 
label, provided by Henselmeier is 
spelled Hwnawlmwiwe That sounds as 
unprounceable as it could be 


"Had this been put on a bronze plaque I 
truthfully believe I would be the champ 
and not Mr Claeyssens.” Henselmeier 
said 


Then he continued " I hope you will 
not consider it impertinent of me to point 
out that the word ‘misspelling was mis­ 
spelled m vour article I am sure it was 
merely a typographical error as I noted 
in a subsequent column the word was 
spelled correctly twice I guess this is 
rather puerile of me to point out this slip 


but proofreading the Record and 
watching acorns fall off my tree are two 
wavs 1 get my kicks these days.” 
All this was inspired by the revelation 
in this column that Claeyssens’ name 
was misspelled on the bronze plaque 
adorning the lobby wall in the county ad­ 
ministration building at Cypress Avenue 
and E Street. 
Later it was found that there was also 
an error of sorts in the text of a bronze 
plaque on the wall of the school district’s 
central administration building on North 
A Street In that case, however, it should 
be noted that Claeyssens. himself 
provided the plaque at his own expense, 
using. I presume information provided 
by district administrators In that sense, 
there were a number of people in on the 
error in addition to Claeyssens Claeys­ 
sens, it should be noted, designed both 
buildings

Not to attend the Kuwait meeting, 
Simon told us. would appear to the un­ 
derdeveloped countries to be "an act of 
bad faith ” Simon added. "The president 
feels that he’s president until January 
20. ” 


Footnote: The actual commitment, 
which is scheduled to be made in Kuwait, 
is for $2 4 billion. But once it is made, 
U.S. obligations from other affiliates of 
the World Bank would add up to another 
$2 6 billion. Theoretically, the Carter ad­ 
ministration could block the commit­ 
ment after January 20. But this would 
cost the United States tremendous bad 
will from the Third World countries 
seeking the loans. 


OPIUM STRAW - Turkey has 14,000 
tons of prime opium straw on its hands, a 
multi-million-dollar bounty that has 
governments worrying and smugglers 
wondering. 


The 14.000 tons, enough opium straw to 
supply all U.S. addicts many times over, 
is now in Turkish warehouses waiting for 
legitimate buyers. The government has 
been unable to market much of its opium 
harvest 


It could become a temptation for cor­ 
rupt Turkish officials, with all this 
valuable straw in their custody, to start 
selling it through the backdoor to the in­ 
ternational 
narcotics 
smuggling 
brotherhood. 


WASHINGTON — Waiting just around 
the comer after Jimmy Carter takes of­ 
fice will be the weapons boys with a ploy 
that will give him the initial headache of 
the presidency. The question is whether 
to approve ongoing construction of the B- 
1 bombers at a cost of $24 billion. 
In June before the Democratic plat­ 
form com m ittee, 
C a rter said that 
production of the B-l 
would be an unneces­ 
sary waste of tax 
dollars In a statement 
in July, he modified 
this by saying that 
production of a new 
manned bomber — not 
necessarily the B-l — 
might be essential.

In the new defense appropriation bill is 
$1 billion for production of three B-ls. 
The Air Force had decided 10 months 
ago on production, leaping over research 
and development with a cost that has 
been running at $87 million a month. 
While the Air Force may not have 
realized it at the time this put the new 
administration in a box and they are now 
moving the deadline to May. 
A no from President Carter on 
February 1 would take some doing. He 
would have to go to Congress to ask that 
the $1 billion for the three be killed. And 
given the powerful forces agitating for 
larger military budgets — among them 
some of the advisers Carter has con­ 
sulted — this would take a lot of guts. 
Foremost among these forces is the 
Committee on the Present Danger made 
up of big names including highly ar­ 
ticulate hardliners. Their basic thesis is 
that the Soviet Union is rapidly overtak­ 
ing the United States and we shall soon 
find ourselves a second-rate power sub­ 
ject to blackmail or worse by Moscow. 
Included is the allegation that the 
Soviets are developing a system of dis­ 
persal of their arms industry and their 
population, which would cut losses in a 
nuclear war far below what the United 
States would suffer. 
Correspondence that has come to light 
relating to the formation of the commit­ 
tee shows that former Secretary of 
Defense James Schlesinger had a part in 
putting it together, even though he is not 
listed as a member. One reason is that 
Schlesinger has frequently been rumored 
for a high position in the Carter ad­ 
ministration. perhaps even Secretary of 
State. 
When Schlesinger returned from his 
recent trip to China he had a long con­ 
ference with C arter at Plains. 
Schlesinger was fired from his defense 
post by President Ford for, it was widely 


reported, differences over policy with 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger. 
Shortly after he took over the top Pen­ 
tagon position, Schlesinger initated a 
new defense approach. Known as the 
Schlesinger doctrine, it called for 
development of super-accurate missiles 
that could knock out Soviet missiles 
This would mean at least readiness for a 
first strike. 
One thing is certain in the view of 
those who have followed at closest range 
the weapons intrigues. If Carter says yes 
to the B-l, he will have put himself in the 
same position as his predecessors and it 
will be difficult if not impossible to say 
no to any future weapons developments. 
From the practical budgetary view­ 
point, he will have committed from $2 
billion to $3 billion a year for the next 10 
years to build the fleet of 244 bombers. It 
would mean that much less money would 
be available for other programs Carter 
might want to back. 
It would also tie the hands of his 
Secretary of Defense although 
presumably the decision would be made 
jointly. One of Carter’s friendly advisers 
had this to say to him not long before the 
election: 
" I intend to volunteer only one piece of 
advice: You must name a Secretary of 
Defense who can control the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff He must not be a captive of the 
military." 
The peanut farmer from Plains will 
have named his 
cabinet before the 
momentous B-l deadline. His decision 
will have as much weight as anything he 
does in his four years in the office. 
It can be argued that it is cruel to put 
such a crucial decision up to a new 
Commander-in-Chief when he has hardly 
had time to warm his chair in the oval of­ 
fice But that is the kind of burden that 
makes up what Harry Truman called the 
impossible office of the presidency.
